It also appears to be a fancy knife, tipped off 
with silver from point to shank; it is also Tory 
hard for copper, so much so that it ia difficult 
to bend it without breaking. 


This fact goes to show that the manufactu- 


rer, whoever ho may have been, understood the 
process of hardening Copper. 
The same fact 


holds good in relation to the other implements. 
To prove the fact that these implements have 
been hardened, and that their hardness is not 
due to any chemical change that might have to- 
ken olaco subsequent to their deposit iu tho 
river bed, wo have only to compare them with 
the shavings nnd chips found with them, and 
probably a part of the original piece from which 
they were manufactured. These chips or sha- 
vings are perfectly malleable, the same as we 
find tho copper obtained from tho present 
mines. Consequently if any change has taken 
place, it must have, or probably would have 
produced a corresponding change in the chips 
or shavings. In fact the existence of these 
shavings proves that they must have had some 
tools harder than tho malleable copper, and 
thinner than those ordinarily made of stone, 
as tome of these shavings nre very thin, and 
have the appearance ofui ing cut a with sharp 
tool. The socket to the chisel or bodkin, (for 
we know no better name to call it,) was formed 
by hammering tho copper out Hat, and turning 
this, formed the socket Tho socket is not 
welded or soldered, proving that the manufac- 
turer did not understand that art.

Captain Win. Allan, of the British navy, bus 


published a book advocating the conversion of 
tho A'ubiun Desert into un ocean. The author 
believes that tho great valley extending from 
the southern depression of tho JLcbiuiuii range 
to the head of the Gulf of Aknbn, the eastern 
branch of the head of the Red Sen, has been 
once an ocean. It is in many places 1,300 feet 
below the level of the Mediterranean, and in 
it are situated the Dead Sea and the Sen of Ti- 
berias, lie believes that this ocean, being cut 
off from the Red Sea by tho rise of land ntthe 
southern extremity, nnd being only fed by 
small streams, gradually became dried by so- 
Inr evaporation. He proposes to cut a cnn:il 
of adequate size from the head of the Gulf of 
Uuiba to the Dead Sea, and another from tho 
leditorranenn, near Mount Carmel, across tho 
laius of Eidraelon, to the fismiro in the monn- 
ain range of Lebanon. By this means tho 
lediterranenn would rush in with a fall of 1,- 
500 feet, fill up tlio valley, and substitute nn 
mean of 2,000 square miles iu extent for a bur- 
en useless desert ; thus making the navigation 
o India as short ns the overland route, spread- 
tig fertility over a now arid country, and open- 
ng up the fertile regions ot Palestine to settle- 
nent and cultivation. 


The conception is a magnificent ono, but no 


ufiicient survey has been mado to determine its 
pracicability or its cost.
